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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks do NOT place the application 
in condition for allowance. Applicant argues that the reference of Frankiewicz does not teach regenerating N203 for subsequent transfer 

into the oxidation reactor. Applicant is attacking the references individually. As stated in the final Office action dated October 14, 2008, 
PRIMARY reference Schneider et al. teach that higher oxides of nitrogen having chemical formula NxOy are produced. "Higher oxides" 
encompass N203, where x=2 and y=3. SECONDARY reference Frankiewicz is relied upon to teach a separate or in-situ vessel (individual 
regeneration oxidizer) for recovering heat. Thus, all limitations are disclosed with motivation to combine (i.e., for purposes of heat 
recovery). 

The remaining remarks argue the alleged patentability of the claims as amended. Since the amended claims will not be entered, any 
remarks pertaining thereto will not be considered. 
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
